turned there- Tuesday lo find quite a 
number of rare species; however, Ihe 
weather continued cold and cloudy in 
the morning, but by afternoon the 
sun was shining and it v.as ruiiiurkliblc 
lo sec Ihn change in such short time. 
Then they were successful in locating 
some fine specimens in the woods and 
on the edge of the lake.-. 


They hunted over the 
hills 
and 


above the lake, but diet not find the 
big rattler, although they believe that 
this snake i.s there and il was loo cold 
lit this time to locate him. They got 
quite a number of cotton mouth jnoc- 
tassins, and other rare species while 
there. They reported (hat Ilie-y had 
found 22 different species and were

WASHINGTON—(/P)—Bishop Can- 


non spent the better part of Friday on 
the stand, answering the questions of 
his lawyer. Robert H. McNcill, and

"I carried two bank accounts, one- 


in Washington and one in Richmond," 
he said.

Richmond,-in one ilexourtl or the oth- 
er, or in one ore the other of those— 
you might call them both safety de- 
pcsit boxes, only one was in the bank 
and one was in 
my 
apartment at 


Washington—but I did not 
separate 


the Jameson money in my bank ac- 
count from any other money. It was 
money that I had at my disposal, but 
made a separate record of it in my 
memorandum."

ness Thursday. Cannon testified be re- 
ceived the ?G5,300 contributions from 
Jameson with the understanding that 
they were- to be handled in the man- 
ner determined by Cannon.

Rolph Jr. of California, who declared 
the lynching at San Jose last Novem- 
ber of two kidnap-slayer suspects "the 
best lesson California ever has given 
the country," was sued Friday for 
$1,050,000 by the widow of one of the 
victims. 


Mrs. Evelyn Holmes, widow of John 


M. Holmes, alleged in her complaint 
the governor aided and abetted in in- 
citing the public mind by statements 
he would 
offer 
no 
protection 
to 


Holmes and Harold Thomas Thur- 
mond, held as suspects in the kidnap- 
slaying of Brooke L. Hart, young San 
Jose merchant. 


Tlic suit also named as defendants 


Sheriff William J. 
Emig 
of Santa 


Clara county, from which paail the 
men were dragged by a mob and hang- 
ed to trees; the San Jose News and 
radio station KQW of San Jose and 
its operators, Fred J. Hart, C. V. Dahl 
and Eva P. Hart, and 100 John Docs, 
10 identified as San Francisco police- 
men. 


Mrs. 
Holmes filed the suit in her 


own name and that of her two chil- 
dren. David, six, and Joyce, five. She 
was made their guardian today by 
Superior Jndpe Timothy I. Fitzpatrick 
and her suit asks $50.000 actual dam- 
ages and $1,000.000 punitive damages.

WASHINGTON — (/P) — President 


Roosevelt urged 
railroad 
managers 


and labor to renew for six months 
the existing 10 per cent wage reduc- 
tion agreement, in a letter 
Friday 


sharply demanding that the carriers 
also immediately correct conditions for 
Ihe workers "at the bottom of the 
heap." 


Mr. Roosevelt advanced his proposal 


for settlement of the railroad labor 
dispulc in a letter to Joseph B. East- 
man, railroad co-ordinator. after sep- 
arate talks this week with the em- 
ployers and labor groups. 


Regarding the entire railroad situa- 


tion, particularly 
the 
high 
fixed 


charges for the carriers, as serious, 
the president took up the qutstion at 
his cabinet meeting Friday and ap- 
pointed a special committee of three 
to investigate. 


Two Alternative's 


He feels the industry has 
reached 


the point where there are only two 
alternatives—reorganization 
of 
the 


capital structures of the lines lo take 
them out of receiverships or govern- 
ment ownership to whcih he is op- 
posed except at H last resort. 


He proposed that 
any 
increased 


earnings by the carriers during the 
coming months bo devoted to the re- 
hfibilitiition of their properties, bettor 
service and additional employment. 


"After careful consideration of ex- 


isting conditions." the president wrote, 
"1 am fully persuaded that the po- 
sition which I took in my letters of 
Fccbruiiry 14 and March 20 was sound, 
and that an extension of the present 
wage status for at least six months i.s 
what the welfare of the railroads, of 
their employes, 
and 
of the entire 


country demands as the 
immediate 


and 
temporary 
disposition of this 


matter. This includes, of course, the 
recommendation in my letter of March 
2(1 that the minimum wages of rail- 
road employes should be brought jn- 
to conformity with the standards fol- 
lowed by the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration." 


Urges Corrcrlioii.s 


He insisted that the carriers cor- 


rect their practice's of furloughs, part- 
time work, demotions and "unreason- 
ably low minimum pay." 


Secretaries Roper and Perkins and 


Attorney General 
Cnmminps 
were 


named by Mr. Roosevelt to study the 
whole railroad problem. 


He fuels the whole capital .structure 


of the roads should be reorganised in 
sonic way to cut down the high fixed 
charges which threatened during the 
depression to put many lines into re- i 
ceiverships. Thi.s is one

problems put up to (he special cabinet 
ccmmitee to find an aii.-wi-r.

gun. They must have a good knowl-

NEW YORK.—(#)—Tammany Hall 


for the first time in history Friday 
night deposed its leader, the suave 
and imperturbable John 
F. Curry, 


whose opponents had dubbed him "the 
man of blunders." 


He was voted out of the post he had 


held for five years 14 1-3 to 10 1-G at 
a closed meeting of the executive 
committee. 


A trimumivrate is expected to be 


named by the committee to operate 
Tammany Hall, a policy which some- 
times has been followed in periods 
of stress. 


Curry made an impassioned plea for 


support, defending his record and as- 
serting he had give nthe best service 
he could command. First, he refus- 
ed ar appeal by Charles W. Culkin, a 
distric* leader, that he resign. Then 
the v-.v was taken, an hour and a half 
after tho committee went into session. 


Curry, who opposed President Roosc- 


vcll's nomination and who stood by 
former Mayor James J. Walker to the 
end of the hitler's political career, 
emerged from the 
committee 
room 


smiling. With him was former Mayor 
John P. O'Brien. 


"Well." Curry said, to the squat, 


bald, former mayor, a trace of a smile 
crossing bis face, "it's just another 
thing in our lives." 


Curry, always immaculately dress- 


ed, walked with O'Brien lo an eleva- 
tor and was carried from the third to 
the first floor. As Curry stepped from 
the elevator he was cheered. Asked 
for comment he said only: 


"I have nothing lo say. I am going 


home-, have- dinner with the family, 
and go lo the- movies."

sentence when the governor called on ( 
him while he was m a death cell at 
the Milledgaville state prison farm. 


Smith's sentences totaled 145 years. 


Like Harvey, he had been convicted 
of many robberies on highways. 
"* 


Harvey, the more spectacular, escap- 


ed five limes. Smith often boasted; 
when he was temporarily free that he 
would "never be taken back alive," 
but each time was recaptuied without 
serious trouble. 


Governor Offers Explanation 


The governor said he had consider- 


ed this action since he talked with 
Harvey at Milledgeville It was then 
he cut down Harvey's term. 


•They had those boys down there in 


the death cell, about four by seven; 
feet, right next door to the execution, 
chamber," 
the 
governor 
recalled. 


"Harvey has tuberculosis and looked 
pretty pale when I was (here. The 
guards told me he kept himself ill 
pretty good shape by standing on his 
head and exercising in other ways. 


"Those boys arc not killers. 
Be- 


tween them they stole about ?300. 
When I talked with Harvey a year, 
ago I asked him why he didn't change 
his ways. 


"He said: 'Well, governor, they gave 


me about 110 years and I just can't 
make it out. If it was cut to where 
you could make it I would change 
my way'." 


He was motivated in pardoning Har- 


vey and Smith, the governor said, 
partly by comparing 
their 
records 


with those of several bankers who 
"had beaten widow sand orphans out 
of their money and then drew light 
sentences or no sentences at all,"

School—Stairs, Roofs. Hose Need 


Regular Inspections 


When I was in the west I drove to 


the earthquake coast to see what the 
recent shock 
had done. Naturally 


much of the damage has been repair- 
ed, debris has given way to new build- 
ings and except in a few cases there 
was little evidence of the holocaust 
of a few months ago. 


But the school house as a rule pre- 


sented, the same stark gauntncss that 
the horror-stricken citizens behold at 
six o'clock on that historical fatal 
evening. At 
five-thirty 
the 
earth 


shook, an hour or so after dismissal. 
At siv it was all over. The only 
school children hurt or killed were in 
their homes, on the streets, or in the 
stores. 


"Why," I asked my guide, "have not 


the schools been rebuilt, or restored? 
And where are the children going to 
school?" 


"They are." he pointed out, "in tem- 


porary quarters wherever there is 
room. Seme are in tents." 


"Haven't they had time to do some- 


thing about these buildings?" I ask- 
ed. "Some of them look as though it 
would take very little money to fix 
them up and make them safe." 


Taxes and. Schools 


But. according to my guide, there- 


by hangs a tail. As everybody knows 
now, school funds are low. They not 
only permit no new building, but even 
the necessary repairs. And to add a 
bit of gossip it seems that some of 
the buildings were discovered to have 
been urjder par according to safety 
standards even before the quake. 


So there they stood, gaunt ghosts 


of misfortune representing millions of 
dollars in tax money that probably 
can never be matched again. And the 
children are going to school where 
they may. 


The buildings m?y have been safe. 


One has to discount the careless word 
of a bystander. An earthquake is no 
respecter of columns or carvings. Yet 
within stcnes throw were high apart- 
ment buildings that did not lose a tile 
or a cornice. Steel rp-inforccd—solid, 
impregnable. 


Beautiful school buildings are one 


thing—safe ones another. Only God 
himself got those children out before 
the roofs and walls crashed into the 
rooms where hundreds of little chil- 
dren had been singing "Our Country 
'Tis of Thee" only an hour before. 


Thinking it over I have come to a 


conclusion. We 
may 
have 
bronze 


statues, swimming pools and murals 
in our most expensive schools, but 
are they always safe? Earthquakes 
occur only in certain sections of the 
land, but fires play no favorites, or 
even tornadoes. 


Better Safe Than Sorry 


Is the fire hose rotten? Are the 


fire-escapes sound? Are there regu- 
lar fire-drills? 


Is the heating system safe? Are 


there regular inspections for leaks? 
Are roofs inspected to bear the weights j 
of heavy snows? 
j 


Are the stairs safe? And what is 


the foundation like? When buildings 
settle—look out. Is the cement good? 
Sand without enough cement is about 
as safe as putty. 


It doesn't matter v/hat a .school 


buildinf looks like. V/hat does matter 
is its safety. 


Before long now .school will be out. 


In some rural districts it i:-; already 
dismissed. This is the time for build- 
ing inspectors to make an honest re- I 
port and for school boards to barken ) 
to expert opinion.
